The Jargest program of surface local improvements ever undertaken hy 
the city of Edmonton is repidly nearing completion, All the paving compan- 
jes are hustling up their various contracts and it is expected that most of 
the work will be completed early In October, 

‘he boulevarding, plank and conerete walk construction has been cori- 
pleted, except in cases-where additinnal walks are necessary this year. 

It Will he interesting to note that the surface local improvements com- 
pleted this year will measure up 60 miles in length and cost over $1,700,000. 

The paving program has not yel been far enough advaneed to give the 
actual cost of every street, and ft is probable that the work completed this 
season will not reach the $1,590,000, raised for {lis work. The approximate 
distance {n miles. and the approximate cost of the surface local improvements 
completed this year, are as follows:

It Is the contention of many parents 
that the bours spent in the confinement 
of the classrooms are quite suMlelent 
withon! their having to pore over books 
for almost the entire evening and. the 
movement for the lightening of the 
children’s labors ‘s therefore meeting 
With a great deal of popular support, 

Wf, A. Sinnot, mayor of Calgary, 
who was himself a schoo) teacher at 
oue time and was also president of the 
board of edneation, is one of those 
who do nol believe it is a wood thing 
to overwork the children in a mental 
way. “The trouble is,’ he said, “that 
neither the pupils nor their parents 
know just what pursuit In life — the 
will follow later on, If a 
pupil is going into any of the learned 
professions, as law for instance, then 
a full course of subjects in literature, 
history, the elassics and languages 
{s required. On the other hand if the 
pupil is going into some scientific pur- 
suit, there is the necessity of a full 
course in mathematics, physics, botany 
or kindred subjects. And still further 
there are the pupils who will ultimately 
follow teaching and who require to be 
well grounded in many subjects not re- 
quired by others. 

“To reconcile all these with the pu- 
pils who do not intend nor ever will 
hove the opportunity to attend higher 
institutions’ of learning is a jreat task. 
These are the problems that result in! 
the younger children getting too much 
syork,"

One of Davies’ first blg wagers was 
to lay Lord Stafford $60,000 to $5,000 
against The Cur for the Cesare witch, 
Davies started Ilfe asa carpenter, and 
Degan betling in a’ small street. of 
Gray’s Inn road by taking half-crowns, 
But by great stinewdness and énslght 
he soon gained the confidence of the 
Public, and the amounts he paid away 
daily to ready-money clients wore 
enormuus, He is sald never to have 
quibled or suggested mistakes, and 
such was his honesty that on one ocea- 
sion, When he found that a successful 
Client had died since making the bet 
he paid the winnings over to this 
widow. 

Another famous bookmaker who 
made big bels, and in whom the racing 
fraternity had the same high confid- 
ence bon of actual experience, was 
the late Mr, Fry. In the course of his 
career che .paid- out as © much. as 
$100,000. on a single wager, and. in 
more {han one instance a sum of 
50,000. And while he lost upward of 
$500,000 through defaulters, nobody 
ever lost a penny owing to his ‘failure 
to pay up. 

It has (been suggested that there 
have never beer such big betting 
transactions during the lest 20 years. 
In 1902, however, when Ard Patrick 
won the Derby, the Grately stable had 
a tremendous gamble on Pekin, and 
would thayve taken down more. than 
$500,000 out of the ring if ‘he had 
won. . Only’ a few Bpsoms ago an 
amateur speculator had 360,000 on one 
of his horses in a selling plate, and 
lost the money, whilo more recently 
still $100,000 to $10,000 savas laid to 
the stable against the horse that won 
the Cesarewitch. 

Reference might also be made to 
Mr, Henry Chaplin, who was said to 
have made $250,000 when his horse 
Hermit’ won’ the Derby, but probably 
half that amount would be nearer the 
mark. At the odds of 66 to 1 Mr. 
Chaplin would have had to Invest 
$10,000 to do it. . 

Quite. maturaily, it fs in backing a 
favorite that the langest bets are made. 
The odds are, of course, small, and it 
takes money to make money. It may 
be accepted as an axiom that in a 
first class race half the betting is upon 
the ‘favorite. : 

Thus, when the favorite fails to win 
the public are badly ‘hit, and the daok- 
makers net thousands and thousands 
of dollars. Probably never did hackers 
suffer more severely than when Sir 
Hugo won the Derby in the 1892 race, 
at odds of 40 to 4, 

There was probably only one man 
who fbacked that borse to the extent 
of $3,750, and the received $120,000 
for ‘his “bold venture. 

But on La leche, the favorite at 
very small odds, gold was poured.in a 
ceaseless -stream—in fact, until ithe 
bookmakers refused to take a sovereign 
more.— Tit-Bils,

Frederick Merkle does not wear’ a 
Car-nay-gee hero medal on his manly 
buzzum, but he deserves it. Mister 
Merkle, the star first bagger of the 
New York Giants, will celebrate to- 
morrow, the sixth anniversary of his 
National league debut. There — are 
many serious, solemn and _ painful 
memories of his early baseball career 
Stored up in the ‘bean—once popular- 
ly believed to be solid ivory—of Mr. 
Merkle. | here were days of shame 
and mental agony when he could say 
with the poel, “My head is ivory but 
unbowed,". All the more glory to him 
that he has lived down his past, that 
he refused to be crushed by the 
obloquy, contumely, odium, censure, 
reproaches, infamy, contempt, censori- 
ous speech, harsh language and pop 
bottles heaped upon him by the multi- 
tude.

Regina, Sask., Sept. 20—-The second 
day of the third annual congress of 
the Canadian Publie Health associa- 
tion was ‘featured by al least 45 Inter- 
esting papers, read before the different 
sectional meetings and the general ses- 
sions. <A surprise was sprung when it 
became known that the medical fra- 
dernity ef Regina had entered a pro- 
test against the clection of M. M. Sey- 
mour, provincial health commissioner, 
as the next president of the ‘association 
at the-annual meeting Saturday morn- 
ing. The news leaked out this morn- 
ing thal, Dr. Seymour had been pleked 
for the leadership of“ the association 
and the immediate result of the news 
was ‘the vigorous protest that his elec- 
tlon alt a time when he was charged by 


the medieal association of Saskatche- 
wan wilh incompetency, would disrupt 
the Dominion organization by causing 
the medical men in this province to 
secede from tt. Wiat result the pro- 
test svill have is unknown and the dele- 
gates ‘to the congress expect a lively 
time at the meeting tomorrow. 

Another Important announcement 
Tasela today was that of Major Lorne 
Drum, M.D., of Ottawa, who made 
public the fact that the Dominion has 
recently established an army medical 
school in connection with the central 
laboratory of hygiene at Ottawa, at 
which higher instruction in military 
sanitation Is being given. At this 
school classes are held in which milltla 
medical oMeers are trained in labora- 
tory work and army sanitation adminis- 
tration, All the oMecers‘helding sani- 
lary appointments, or: desirous of 
qualifying for the same, are eligible 
to attend, provided they are properly 
recommended and a vacancy exists in 
the classes at the time of_spplication. 

Miss Mary McDowell, Chicago, gave 
an interesting address on ‘Human 
Values and Civile Standards" at the 
afternoon general session. In the even- 
ing the delegates assembled at a Dril- 
liant soclal gathering at the parliament 
building, at which all the members of 
the provincial government were pre- 
sent, and were introduced to the out- 
of-town guests. Dancing followed the 
reception. 

Today the annual meeting of the as- 
soolation will take place, Outside of 
the (ight that Is expected over the elec- 
tion of Dr. Seymour as president, if {8 
not expected that there will be any 
other contests for the other ofMlces. In 
the afternoon the delegates will go to 
Fort Qu'Appelle, where they will in- 
spect the provincial sanitorium located 
at that point.

PUT ALL THE EGGS IN ONE BASKET 
AND WATCH THAT BASKET, 

Those who have been following the spread of commission government in United States, 
by which ten per cent. of the entire population of the country have already been brought 
under that form, will have recognized that the real fight against commission government 
invariably comes from the franchise-holding interests and those allied with them in politics, 
these recognizin® unerringly that with the growth ef commission government comes also 
the danger that tne franchises will pass into the hands of the cities and will receive sufficiently 
capable management as to make their retention by the cities a moral certainty. 

Spokane, the city closest to Edmonton having commission government, is a city 
where this feature of the fight was very much in evidence. There the traction interests, ally- 
ing themselves with the professional politicians and the railways, fought off commission 
government through a controlled council by the simple expedient, now assumed by the 
Edmonton city council, of refusing to submit a plebiscite. Although petitions signed by a 
tremendous number of ratepayers were presented to the council, the members unanimously 
“stood pat’ and refused to act thereon until citizens went to the courts:and got an order 
compelling the submission of the plebiscite. In the election of cominissioners which fol- 
lowed not one of the ring-rule council reached the commission board, and, although commis- 
sion form has not yet been in effect three years, the time has already passed when any 
franchise could be secured from the citizens of that city, theretofore the most franchise- 
ridden city in the northwestern states. In fact, Spokane is today heading’straight for muni- 
cipal ownership and has once already, by an increased ‘majority, reiterated iis faith in com- 
mission government. 

Compared with such cities as these Edmonton, in the adoption of a saitag plan of 
government, would have been comparatively plain sailing. In this city there are no fran- 
chise interests, no gambling or vice trust, no dominant political party in municipal politics— 
at least not openly—and no professional politicians making a living out of farming out con- 
tracts. Furthermore, Edmonton has a sort of modified system of commission government 
already, having an appointed commission to carry on its business. The experience of the 
present vear is showing that this commission is unwieldy in the respect that its duties canno! 
be properly divided and iis responsibilities personally placed, nor, with a mayor and council 
seeking at all times to dominate the commission board, is it free to carry out its business along 
the lines w hich appear to the commission board Ke be the proper lines in the interests of the 


city. 


The solution in this city, however, is comparatively simple. By abolishing the council, 
designating the duties of each commissioner so that ratepayers would know who was respon- 
sible for the handling of each department of the public business, electing these commis- 
sioners, and holding them at all times answerable to the public through the recall, Edmonton 
could get a government free from the constant jangles which have marked the progress of 
business in the city council for years, and freed from the necessity of designing its administra- 
{ion to suit the views of a handful of aldermén who may have ceased to he, representative 
within a very few weeks after their election.

Has Sold 46,000 h.p. of Electricity to 
Baltimore Utilitles Company. 


Toronto, Sept. 20—Sir William 
Mackenzie has just closed an agree- 
ment with the Baltimore Utilities Com- 
pany by which he will sell them 46,- 
000 horse powersof Canadian electri- 
city. The power is to be delivered at 
the {nternational line by the Electrival 
Development Company of Ontario, 
which has its plant at the falls, to the 
Canadian-American Power Corporation, 
by which company it ‘will be distri- 
buted.

Premiums Protection Against 
Damage from Strikes 
Rising. 

London, Sept. 20.—The outslanding 
feature in the market in non-marine 
risks at Lloyds at present is insurance 
against riofs in Belfast as a conse- 
quence of the forthcoming imposition 
of Home Rule. Policies for large 
amounts have already been taken out; 
they will be valid for one year, as from 
January 4 next, and the percentage at 
Which business is being accepted {3 

steadily rising. 

The first polleles taken out were at 
five shillings per cent., but many of the 
leading underwriters very shortly gave 
notice that this rate would be raised, 
and within a few days it is anticipated 
that no business will be accepted for 
less than ten shillings per cent. Ac- 
cording to one report the insurance al- 
ready effected to cover damage to mills 
and houses amounts to no less. than 
$4,000,000, It is impossible, how- 
ever, to rely on such statements, In 
many cases the value of the mills, 
warehouses, and so forth to be insured 
Is so great that It has been Impossible 
to insure them for the full amount, as 
the market for such insurance Is at 
present very limited. Partial insur- 
ances have, therefore, been effected in 
most cases, the underwriters agreeing 
to pay for damage up to $100,000 or 
some other fixed figure.

The 
water in ‘the river is quite hisv enough 
now to admit of the work being done,, 
but it is not yel as clear as it might be. 

In checking over the different parts 
of the new diving apparatus this morn 
ing it was found that one box of parts 
js missing. If this is located the diver 
wwill get to work on the broken main in 
the centre of the river on Monday, Be- 
fore giving up the work when the last 
aftempt was made to get at-the trouble, 
the diver discovered that the trouble 
was due to a break in the pipe near the 
flange, of a section in the centre of 
the river. : 

The engineering department expects

Good Times Certainty 


Watrous, Sask., Sept. 20,—An aver- 


age of something like 25 bushels to 


the acre is now fully assured to wheat 
growers praolically throughout the en- 


tire Watrous district, while in many in- 
stances the yleld will be a record one 


both as to quantily and quality. 


Threshing is now in progress in all 


parts of the district. Shortage of 


harvest hands was’ much less. serious 
than at first antleipated, and with pre- 


valling market prices, farmers are for- 


getting as fast as possible that there 


ever was any financial stringeney in 
this sectlon of the west. The pros- 


perity of the farmers {s already — re- 
flected in local business cireles, and 
Watrous merchants are anticipating a 


record yolume of business during the 
coming (fall and winter. 


AMERICANS GOING BACK HOME 

Ottawa, Sept. 20 —“During the 90 days 
ending with July, 10,000 Americans who 
had come to Canada went south again from 
British Columbla alone. Western Canada is 
flooded with !mmigrants and people from 
the east, where the citles are already full 
of unemployed, and now that the harvest is 
over we are going to have, in my opinion, 
probably by far the worst experience we 
have ever hiad so far.” 

Such was the rather depressing predic- 
tlon made by W, R. ‘Trotter of the Van- 
couver trade and labor council, who is in 
Ottawa en route to attend the twenty-ninth 
annual meeting of the trades and Jabor 
congress of Canada in Montreal next week, 

Immigration, said Mr. Troter, and the 
use of the milltia to quell strikes would bo 
the big subjects for discussion at the con- 
gress wns year, 

“There are special reasons why the 
question Is of burning Interest this year,” 
he stated, ‘The country Is now flooded 
from one-end to the other with thousands 
of people who cannot get work; ratlway 
staffs and those of manufacturers, business 
houses and the like, have ben reduced, The 
chief tminigration inspector for the United 
States in Vancouver told me 10,000 Ameri- 
can cltizens Joft Canada ‘for the suuth 
again during the 90 days ending July 31 
through three British Columbia ports alone. 

“LT see that J. Bruce Walker, immigra- 
tion commissioner at Winnipeg, ts credited 
with the statement that 50,000 people were 
employed in the harvest field this year, 
Only 15,000 of these came from the cast, 
25,000 from the cities of the prairie pro- 
vinces, and 10,000 are new to the coun- 
try altogether, This hows what we may 
expect in the west at the end of the har- 
vest, One-third of these men from = the 
east have gone we3t with the intention of 
settling there so that western Canada will 
have to take care of 40,000 people who 
will be turned loose after the harvest.”

Gagliardo sald that the plan was to 
kidnap attorney Johnson's nine-year- 
old son, and to ‘hold the lad as a club 
over the prosecutor. Gagliardo — said 
that the proposition was put to him 
because of his wide acquaintance 
among Italians, some of whom were 
suspected of being black mailers. 

The plan was considered for some 
time, and then dropped. Attorney 
Johnson confirmed Gagliardo’s story to 
the extent that he did receive ono 
threatening letter, but nothing ever 
oame of il, he said.
